Physician Says Patient Would 
Have Recovered but for 
Two Fevers.

A slight attack of malaria, coming 
when the fever usually folowing vacci- 
nation was in progress, produced com- 
plications that caused the death of 10- 
year-old Philip Rohn, a schoolboy, who 
died at the home of his parents, 734 
North Bighth street, East St. Louis, 
Thursday morning. He had been vacel - 
nated last Friday, with other school 


children, on order of the Board of 
Health. 

Dr. Jacob Butler, 1827 Missouri avenue, 
who vaccinated the boy, said he only 
attended him once between the vaccina- 
tion and his death. That was Wednes- 
day night. 

“The boy’s fever had risen from the 
customary temperature of a vaccinated 
person—about 10i—to 104. He coughed, 
and showed a few other symptoms of 
la grippe. He, evidently, had contract- 
ed malaria. I’ examined the vaccination 
mark and it was in good condition. 

“The combination of the vaccination 
fever and the malaria nauseated him, 
and he vomited excessively. I treated 
him and departed. The family called 
me Thursday morning between 8 and 4 
o’clock, but the boy was dead when I ar- 
rived, 

I made an examination and found 
that a gastric condition, caused by the 
two fevers, had affected his heart action 
and regulted in death. 

“Tf it had not been for the slight at- 
tack of malaria, coming at this partic- 
ular time, he probably would have suf- 
fered few ill effects from the vaccina- 
tion. The malaria by itself probably 
would not have been serious.”’

A special grand jury or a 
formal inquiry by the receiver were 
methods canvassed by the Attorney-Ger- 
eral.

A large force of police was on duty, 
but, apparently under instructions, they 
made no objection when the automobile 
entered the palace yard through the 
members private entrance, which al- 
ways has been forbidden ground to the 
militants. Crowds began to assemble 
and the police were reinforced, but they 
maintained an attitude of watchful wa-

WASHINGTON, June 19.—The House 
today pressed toward a vote on the 
election contest for the seat of the 
Twelfth Missouri District, between L. 
C. Dyer, the incumbent, Republican, 
and Michael J. Gill, Democrat. 

The House was treated to the rare 
scene of being addressed in its own 
hall by a man not a member. Gill, the 
contestant, who, under tne rules, has 
the right to speak for himself, took the 


floor and made a brief speech support- 
ing his claims to Dyer’s seit. He de- 
clared he had been an honest, life-long, 
hard-working Democrat, and resented 
any intimation that his representatives 
had tampered with the ballots. In sum- 
ming,up his plea, he said: 

IT appeal to Almighty God and to 
my mother in heaven, who has been 
gone long since, to look into my heart 
and if ever I have voted against a 
Democrat, may it now be exhibited 
in my face. 

Although many election contests have 
been tried in the House, it has been 
several years since a contestant has 
availed himself of the right to speak 
or himself. It also has been several 
years since the House heard a state- 
ment like Gill’s. 

A majority of the Elections Commit- 
tee, which reported resolutions unseat- 
ing Dyer and giving Gill the place, con- 
tended that the election in 1912 was s0 
tainted with fraud that the returns from 
seven precingts should be thrown out. 
That would give Gill the election by a 
plurality of 67. 

Representatives Mackenzie and 
Shreve, Republicans, presented a mi- 
nority report, with a resolution di- 
recting the committee to make a fur- 
ther investigation.

70 AD IN RESCUE 


Lieut. Porte Writes for Post- 
Dispatch His Plan of Keep- 
ing in Touch With Ships. 


HE WILL USE ROCKETS 


His Route Will Be From New- 
foundiand, to Azores, to 
‘Spain and to England.

HAMMONDSPORT, N. ., June 10.—In 


the following artiele by Lieut. Porte, 
who is to write for the New York World 
and the Post-Dispatch his experiences 
during his flight to Burope in the Wana- 


maker airship, he makes an announce- 
ment of utmost importance, one that 
may prove of vital aid in accomplish- 
ing the transocea nie flight. It has to do 
with the signals that all ships using 
the southern route in crossing the At- 
lantie are requested fo display during 
the period in which the British faval 
officer expects to make hie flight. It is 
asked that all shipmasters carefully note 
the system of signaling as set forth be- 
low.

Although it would appear now as if 
the across-the-sea flight will not be be- 
gun until somewhere around the middle 
of July, I think it wise to follow the 


‘| official announcement of thy route made 


yesterday, in which it was said that I 
shall steer from St. Johns, Newfound- 
land, to the Azores, with the request 
that all ships crossing the Atlantic in 
either direction of the southern route 
employ a code of signals that shall en- 
able me to determine my position. 

Through the kind and valuable co- 
operation of Capt. F. Creagh Osborne, 
superintendent of compasses of the 
British Admiralty, who is to be present 
in person, I hope, when the flight actu- 
ally begins, a code of signals has been 
worked out that should prove of much 
ald. 

7 Asores, Then to Spain. 

It/ is requésted that ships keep a good 
lodkout for the machine, and that after 
the press has announced the approxi- 
mate date of the flight the signals be 
képt standing on those vessels which 
happen to be near the projected route— 
Newfoundland to Flores in the Azores. 
From the Azores the route will be laid 
to the coast of Spain, thenee following 
the steamer track to Ushant and the 
English coast. 

I purpose to fly at below. an elevation 
of 500 feet all the way, and at an aver- 
age speed of 6) miles an hour. Wireless 
signals will be made from Cape Race 
and the Azores giving exact Greenwich 
meridian time of starting, and it is es- 
pecially requested that these flashes 
be repeated as soon as ‘possible by all 
ships carrying wireless equipment. 

It is important for me to announce 
that I shall carry no wireless on the 
flying boat. The reason for this is thar 
it 16 impossible for me to spare the 
weight. It has been necessary to shave 
off every ounce of superfluous weigh?, 
even to scooping out the woodwork and 
skeletonizing the steel supports. 

Should it be necessary for me to sig- 
nal, and I apprehend that stich a neces- 
sity would be contingent on my becom- 
ing distressed, I shall use smoke bombs 
by day and rockets throwing fed stars 
by night. I shall be flying low enough 
to be able to read the ship signals, 
which, it is asked, be displayed on the 
foremast or mainmast as indicated. 
Here is the code that I request be fol- 
lowed: 


All ships on north side of the direct 
course between St. Johns and Flores 
will display these signals on foremast 
to indicate their distance from the 
track on which I should be flying:

If I am at a loss to understand the 
signals I shall circle around the ship 
or descend to the surface when it is 
requested that the magnetic bearings 
of Flores, in commercial code, be hoisted 
to the foremast and the distance in 
miles from the same place bé signaled 
from one of the other masts. 

On the passa-e from the Azores to 
the coast of Spain and from there to 
Ushant, magnetic bearings and dis- 
tances should be given from Cape Fin- 
isterre and Ushant lighthouse, respec- 
tively. 

Ia the event of the wireless not send- 
ing out reports of my arrival at my 
places of call within reasonable time 
ship masters are requested to keep a 
sharp lookout for my craft and the 
smoke bomb and rocket signals. But 
I hope and believe that I shall not re- 
quire and rescue work. 

During the flight I shall use no flags, 
but if the expedition promises to be 
successful before alighting I plan to 
fly three flags from the engine strutts. 
One will be the American ensign, one 
the Union Jatk of England and the 
third Mr. Wanamaker’s private yacht 
burgee.

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FRAUD ON FRIENDLY 
NATION, SAYS SMITH 


Senator Declares 
Would Take Away Rights En- 
joyed by Republic. 


COLOMBIA ‘TREATY OPPOSE 
Borah Leads Attack on Expres- 


sion of Regret and the 
$25,000,000 Settlement.

WASHINGTON, June 1) Secretary 


Bryan has not made a favorable impres- 
sion on the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Relations in presenting and advo- 
cating the ratification of the Colombian 
and Nicaraguan treaties. 

Senator William Alden Smith of 
Michigan, a member of the committee, 
today denounced the Nicaraguan treaty 
as “a fraud upon a friendly republic,” 
and said he would use all of his power 
to defeat it. Senator Borah 1a equally 
as emphatic in his opposition to the 
Colombian treaty.

When you consider that dollar diplo- 
macy has resulted in the American Gov- 
ernment, through private bankers, foist- 
ing an annual payroll of over $100,000 on 
the republic of Nicaragua without giv- 
ing that Government in Central America 
any voice in the choice of its officials, 
in the Gustoms, revenues and railroad 
service, you get a slight glimpse of the 
downright wickedness of dollar dipl 
macy,” said Senator Smith. 

Both Treaties Tainted, He Says. 

“I think the whole business a fraud 
upon a friendly republic, which should 
receive the condemnation of our Gov- 
ernment rather than its co-operation. 

“Both of the treaties are tainted with 
corruption and fraud and when the 
whole truth is known will shock the 
American sense of decency and fair 
play.” 

Hannis Taylor, who has represented 
Colombia throughout the negotiation of 
the proposed treaty, emphatically denied 
the story that he was to receive a mil- 
lion dollars for his services. 

“The statement is absolutely false,“ 
said Taylor. “I have put in a claim for 
an ordinary lawyer's fee for my serv- 
ices; that is all.“ 

It is understood Taylor will get about 
$50,000 trom Colombia and Charles A. 
Douglas $50,000 from Nicaragua. 

Senator Borah, who is leading the 
fight on the Columbian treaty, declared 
he would make an effurt to have the 
treaty dikcussed in open session, that 
the public may know what is being 
done. He said Republican and Demo- 
cratic Senators would join him in such 
a contest.

Oppose Expression of Regret. 
Senator Borah and those who stand 


with him protest against the expression 
of regret and the provision for the pay- 
ment of $25,000,000 in the treaty. 

A vigorous protest is made against 
the proposition to let Colombian cattle 
and salt and provisions of all kinds go 
over the Panama Railroad at one-half 
the rate charged similar products of the 
United States, and under no conditions 
will the charges be in excess of the ac- 
tual operation charges. 

Senators Smith and Borah claim the 
Nicaraguan treaty amounts to the tak- 
ing over of the control of the Govern- 
ment of that republic. They object to 
the provisions that prohibit Nicaragua 


ijfrom enjoying certain rights that she 


now enjoys. 

For $3,000,000, it is charged, the United 
States gets the exclusive right of way 
for a canal and three operating bases, 
and is given the privilege of dominating 
local affairs. Under the proposed treaty 
the Washington Government will pass 
upon all colonization projects proposed 
for Nicaragua. 

„Wo virtually buy the republic of Nic- 
aragua for $3,000,000,"" said one Senator 
after hearing Douglas talk. 

Douglas was questioned as to the al- 
leged intimate relations between the 
present administration in Nicaragua and 
Brown brothers and the Seligmans, 
bankers of New Tork. Senators inter- 
pret the treaty to mean that if, it is 
ratified and becomes effective the United 
States promises to keep in force the 
Diaz regime. 

Bankers Control Rallread.

least. He said the people of Nicaragua 
preferred a treaty containing a guaran- 
tee against revolutions. 

Senator Smith brought out the fact 
that the National Railroad of Nica- 
ragua, about 129 miles in length and 
worth approximately A. 000, 000, has been 
turned over to American bankers—to 
Brown brothers and the Seligmans— 
for $1,000,000. The New York bankers, 
Smith said, own 51 per cent of the stock. 
He added that the other @ per cent had 
been hypothecated for a like aum. 

Senator Stone said after hearing 
Douglas discuss the provisions of the 
Nicaraguan treaty that. it might be 
some time before a vote is taken on 
either the Colombian or the Nicaraguan 
treaty. He intimated numerous persons 
would be heard on the Nicaraguan 
treaty. 

An effort may be made to have Brown 
brothers and the Seligmans tell of their 
relations with President Diaz and his 
administration. The committee will go 
fully into the motives behind the move- 
ment for an American protectorate.

Author Tells in New Book How 
Mexico’s Last Emperor Faced 
Firing Squad. 


Forty-seven years ago today, on the 
morning of June 19, 1367, Maximilian. 
Emperor of Mexico, the last ruler im- 
posed upon that country by an outside 
nation, faced a firing squad on the Hill 
of the Bella, near the city of Queretaro, 
and died with “Viva Mexico!’ on his 
lips. 

The story of the unhappy Austrian 
Archduke, his brief rule, his downfall 
and death, has been told in a new form 
in a book, “Maximilian in Mexico,“ 
written by Percy F. Martin, fellow of 
the Royal Geographical Society, and pub- 
lished by Charles Soribner’s Sons. 

History, ancient and modern, hardly 
contains a more vivid chapter of tragedy 
than this one from the annals of Mezi- 
co. Besides Maximilian himself, there 
appear in leading roles his consort, Car- 
lotta, the Hmperor Napoleon III of 
France, whe placed him on the throne 
and then abandoned him, and the noblest 
figure in Mexican history, tha patriot 
and lawsgiver, Benito Juare. This stern 
old Indian, whose memory all Mexicans 
revere, desired to spare Maximilian, but 
felt that he could not—thar. the lesson 
to be taught to monarcaical Europe, and 
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tion in its affairs, which the United 
States could not at that time (the Civil 
War period) prevent, are described by 
the author of the book. He then gives 
an outline of the intrigue which seated 
Maximilian, and of the facts of bis 
troubled reign, ending with his over- 
throw and capture at Queretaro by the 
followers of Juarez. 

It was eminently true of Maximilian 
that nothing in his life became him like 
the leaving of it. It is a dignified and 
appealing story of Maximilian’s last 
hours which appears in the Martin vol- 
ume. 

“At 6 o’clock, with the sunlight fall- 
ing in a flood of golden streaks upon 
the paved courtyard of the convent. 
there arrived the platoon of ragged. 
ruffian looking soldiery, officered by @ 


truculent in appearance, and who drew 
up in a straggling line with a muc un- 
necessary noise and clatter. Before 
the officer could address the Emperor 
he exclaimed, ‘Senor, I am ready.’ 

“The few attendants who had been 
permitted to administer to him in his 
prison now crowded to the Emperor's 
side, weeping and kissing his hands. 
Moved by so intense an expression of 
suffering, Maximilian gently observed. 
‘Be calm, my friends; you see that 1 
am so. It is the will of God that 1 
should die; we-cannot do aught 
against it/ 

“| Am Quite Ready He Said. 

“As he passed the open doors of the 
cells occupied by his Generals, Marimon 
and Meila, to whom also guards had 
been despatched to bring them out, 
Maximilian inquired: ‘Are you ready, 
gentlemen? I am quite so.’ Both of 
the fellow-condemned advanced and 
saluted the Emperor, who affectionately 
embraced them. 

hen, in company, all three descend- 
ed the winding stone staircase, which 
they had climbed for the first time 
barely three weeks before. Through the 
gallery and the courtyard they marched 
side by side, the escort keeping close 
behind with cocked -rifles ready at a 


}imoment’s notice to shoot any one of 


them showing the least disposition te 
resist. Arrived at the street before the 
convent, Maximilian, as he emerged 
from the gloomy portal and encoun- 
tered the full power of the brilliant sun, 
exclaimed with rapture: ‘Ah! what «@ 
superb day! It was always my wish to 
die upon such an one, and my prayer 
has been answered.’ 

“Three closed carriages, ordinary pub- 
ue hackney coaches of the second class, 
miserably horsed, were in attendance, 
Into the first Maximilian stepped, be- 
ing followed immediately by Father 
Soria, who would have respectfully 
seated himself opposite, but with a 
gentle pressure of the hand the Em- 
peror drew down the trembling and 
tearful priest to his side, and the car- 
riage moved on. 

Near at hand were three coffins, 
hastily knocked together and painted a 
dull black, the lids being so badly made 
that great gaps appeared upon either 
side where adjue<ed.

“Maximilian placed himself in the cen. 
ter of the group, and where he halted 
the wall behind him was slightly high- 
er; Mejia stood, with great difficulty,

Beth of 
the Generals submitted to the banaging 
of the eyes, but Maximilian, upon the 
approach of the officer commissioned to

“It is customary in all Latin coun- 
tries for the politically as for the crim- 
ally condemned to deliver a farewel!

It is a privilege accorded to even the 
worst malefactors, and one which is but 
seldom discarded. Maximilian’s soft and 
well modulated voice was heard address- 
ing the soldiery facing him, for he was 
too far distant for his utterances to 
reach the ranks of the troops and be- 
yond them the gathering of the public 
who had followed them to the execution 
ground.

Live Wire and Other’s Body 
Forms Circuit to Ground.

One man was elettrocuted and another 
severely shocked in East St. Louis 
late Thursday afternoon through an un- 
usual combination of circumstances 
which sent a 2800-volt current through 
their bodies at the moment when they 
Were preparing to quit work for the 
day. The fact that the two men stood 
up at the same tithe caused the acci- 
dent. 

Otto Tucker, 30 years old, of 4100 North 
Eighty-ninth street, East St. Louis, the 


man who was killed, was working on the 
same pole with William Hill, 43 years 
old, of the Geary House, East St. Louis, 
and Joseph Sweatnam, 32 yéars old. of 
2728 Locust street, St. Louis. All were 
linemen for thé East St. Louis & Sub- 
urban Dieetrie Railway Co. 

The men were répairing a transformer 
Box attached to a pole on St. Clair 
avenue, near Third street. 

Tucker, in a stooping position, was on 
the fron transformer box, half-way up 
the pole. A ground wire led from the 
box to the foot of the pole. 


Hill Clambse Down Pole. ; 

Hill, wearing ¢clinbers and a safety 
belt strapped around the pole, was a 
few feet above Tucker and Sweatnam 
was still higher up, also strapped to the 
pole near its top. Drtending from the 
wooden pole at its summit was a metal 
arm supporting an are lamp. 

When the 5 o'clock whistle sounded 
the signal to quit work, Hill loosened 
his safety belt and clambered down 
the pole, passing Tucker, who wore no 
hafety belt. 

Sweatnam, who had been elinging near 
the top of the pole in a crouching posi- 
tion, hugging the pole with his knees, 
dug his climbers into the pole and stood 
up. This brought his shoulder in con- 
tact with a 2300-volt Wire leading to the 
metal are light support. - 

At the same time Tucker arose from 
His crouching position and grasped the 
are Yight support to steady himself. The 
ground Wire leading from the trans- 
former box to the earth made a circuit 
and the current went through the bodies 
of both men. 


Life Belt Saves Sweat nam. 

Sweatnam had no grip on the wire. 
He had merely touched it with his shoul- 
der. At the first shock he fell back. 
The current céased to act on him and 
his life belt kept him from falling from 
the pole. 

The current continued to pase through 
Tucker’s body by way of the metal are 
light support. He was unable to release 
his grip on the support and hung there 
shocked into unconsciousness 

Hill, at risk to his Own He, eumded 
the pole and struck Tucker’s wrist Witt. 
hie gloved hand, releasing the grip. As 
Tucker wore no belt, he fell 18 feet to 
the ground. 

It was at first thought the fall had 
caused his death, but an autopsy showed 
he Rad been electrocuted. 

Sweatnam Was unconscious when taken 
from the top of the pole, but was re- 
vived and taken to his home.

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STORY OF THE CHARTER 


No. 6. Initiative and Referendum. 
T HESE are big, new words which we must 
ö 


get used to. The ideas back of them are 

big ones, and were never heard of 38 
years ago, when our present out-of-date charter 
was drawn up. They mean that the people may 
govern themselves when the officers they have 
elected fail to do the right thing. 

Under the new charter, if 5 per cent of the 
voters want a law passed, they will petition for 
an election on it. The Election Commissioners 
must call the election and if a majority of the 
voters vote “yes” the law goes into effect with- 
out any action by the Aldermen or Mayor. It 10 
per eent of the voters petition for a change in 
the charter then there must be an election on 
that. 

This is called the initiative, which means that 
the people initiate, or start, the passage of the 
law themselves, without calling on the Aldermen. 

This power may never be used by the people. 
It may be enough to have it set out clearly in the 
charter that the people can do so if they wish. 
Under the present charter they cannot make their 
own laws, except through the House, Council and 
Mayor. We have had situations in which these 
officers have refused to do what the people want 
ed and told angry citizens they would not pass 
certain laws, no matter how many people wanted 
them. They are not likely to be so high and 
mighty when 5 per cent of the voters can take 
the law-making power out of their hands and 
restore it to the people who made them. 

Then there is the referendum, which means the 
referring of a law, that the Aldermen have passed, 
to an election by the people. 

When the Mayor approves a law passed by the 
Aldermen, 2 per cent of the voters may, under 
the new charter, by petition suspend that law. 
If, 10 days later, 7 per cent sign the petition, the 
Aldermen must vote on the bill again within 
thirty days. If the Aldermen defeat the bill then 
that ends the matter; if they pass it again, an 
election must be called, at which the people of St.

(The 1910 charter provided for elec- 
tion of a Mayor, Comptroller, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Assessors, Col- 
lector, President of the Council, and 
16 members of a one-chamber Coun- 
oll: the- 1914 charter further concen- 
trates responsibility by providing for 
the election of only the Mayor, Comp- 
troller and President of the Board of 
Aldermen, and recognizes the claim 
of local interests by providing for 
election of one Alderman from each 
of the 28 wards. 

(The 1910 charter did not provide 
for the initiative or referendum, and 
t required petition of 25 per cent of 
regiatered voters to recall an elective 
officiel, The 1914 charter permits the 
people to initiate ordinances on peti- 
tion of & per cent of the voters, or 
amendments to the charter on peti- 
tion ef 10 per cent, at regular eleo- 
ti or of 7 per cent for ordinances 
or 165 per cent for Charter amend- 
ments, at special elections. The 1914 
charter permits the people to take a 
referendum vote an ordinances 
passed by the Board of Aldermen on 
petition of 7 per cent of the voters, 
at regular elections, or of 12 per cent 
at special elections. The Board of 
Aldermen is forbidden to repéal any 
erdinance, which was passed by popu- 
lar vote, within a year after its pas- 
sage; and if such repeal by the Board 
of Al@ermen is voted, the people can 
get a referendum on the repeal ordi- 
mance, and defeat it if they see fit, 
on petition ef only 8 per cent of the 
registerea voters. The 1914 charter 
provides for recall of elective offi- 


eials on petition of 20 per cent of the 
voters, incl@ing 20 per cent of the 
voters in at least two-thirds of the 
28 wards. ‘ 

(The 1914 charter provides for a 
more closely knit, respensible and 
presumably efficient organization of 
the administrative departments than 
did the 1910 charter. 

(The 1910 charter provided that the 
city government might “regulate the 
use of the wharf and harbor,” etc. 
The 1914 charter provides that the 
city ‘may “provide end maintaia « 
harbor and wharves and regulate the

7 first observation of the transit 


Early Stargazers 


of Venus by American astrono- 

mers was made 14 years ago from 
a temporary observatory fitted up in the 
State House yard in Philadelphia. This 
successful observation, which practically 
marked the beginning of scientific as- 
tronomy in the New World, was in 
charge of the American Philosophical So- 
ciety, an organization of the foremost 
scientists and savants of the America of 
that period. The society was founded by 
Benjamin Franklin in .1748 and was the 
parent body of the hundreds of scientific 
associations in the United States and 
Canada. The transit of Venus over the 
sun’s disk has interested astronomers 
ever since it was first observed by Hor- 
rock in England in 1639. Observation on 
the passage of Venus over the sun’s 
disk is the best method of ascertaining 
the distance of the great luminary, and 
in recent years American astronomers 
have engaged in elaborate observations, 
notably of the transit of Venus in 1882, 
when the American photographic meth- 
ods were used with great success, The 
only important phenomenon of this char- 
acter in 1914 will de the transit of Mer- 
cury on Nov. 7 next, which will be part- 
ly visible in the eastern portions of the 
United States and Canada.
